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PRINCIPALS  MESSAGE 


The  theme  for  this  year's  Collegian  is  "Stand  Together  and  Understand  Together".  I  be- 
lieve if  we  teachers  and  students  are  tolerant,  understanding,  un-selfish,  and  considerate  of 
others  many  of  today's  problems  will  be  solved.  In  order  to  stand  together  what  are  some  of 
the  basic  things  we  must  understand. 

We  must  understand  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  complete  freedom  for  everyone.  If  one 
person  or  a  group  has  complete  freedom,  someone  else  or  a  group  has  to  suffer  bondage.  This 
isn't  standing  or  understanding  together. 

We  must  understand  in  order  to  work  together  that  Rights  are  not  the  preserve  of  minori- 
ties; they  belong  to  all  people  and  are  tied  to  responsibilities.     It  is  the  right  of  a  student  past 
sixteen  to  attend  or  not  attend  school.     If  he  elects  to  attend  it  is  the  right  of  the  over-burdened 
taxpayer  to  have  the  school  used- -compulsory  attendance. 

We  must  understand  that  the  trend  toward  non-structured  and  un-graded  schools  threatens 
the  security  of  too  many  students.     We  must  in  a  school  such  as  Central  strive  for  a  medium 
which  allows  some  freedom,    but  doesn't  leave  students  without  the  structured  support  they  need. 
Students  at  every  age  need  varying  amounts  of  structured  instruction,    good  support  and  disci- 
pline.    The  majority  of  students  will  not  give  their  best  performance  in  an  unstructured,    undis- 
ciplined,   self-centered  environment. 

We  must  understand  the  danger  of  placing  too  much  emphasis  on  the  present  at  the  expense 
of  future  happiness.     There  is  nothing  wrong  if  some  parts  of  school  experience  are  less  than 
joyful  because  these  are  an  essential  part  of  what  must  precede  accomplishment  at  a  later  stage. 

We  must  understand  that  the  problem  today  is  the  assumption  that  students  are  capable  of 
making  wise  choices  before  maturity.     This  doesn't  happen.     Anyone  who  believes  this  is  com- 
mitting a  serious  crime  against  the  person  who  is  growing  up.     The  total  freedom  of  students  to 
decide  what  and  what  not  to  study  without  guidance  from  home  and  school  just  doesn't  work. 
Wrong  decisions  could  very  well  close  off  possible  options  in  future  years. 

We  must  understand  and  be  concerned  about  the  way  mediocrity  is  becoming  a  way  of  life. 
Why  can't  teachers  and  students  work  together  to  strive  for  excellence?

VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 

For  everything  there  is  a  season  under  the  sun. 

And  tonight  is  our  season,   the  1971  graduating  classes'  time  to  look  back  at  their  five  years  at 
Central.     Five  years,    a  season  in  itself  well  worth  remembering  for  a  multitude  of  reasons.     And 
I  hope  that  having  been  given  this  priviledge  of  being  your  valedictorian,    I  will  mention  your  most 
memorable  times  during  that  season. 

Central!     The  old  school  on  the  hill  with  fifty-one  steps  from  top  to  bottom,   the  only  singing 
radiator  system  in  the  world,    and  the  renowned  dancing  auditorium  floor.     Central,    noted  for  her 
notorious  school  dances  where  the  boys  insisted  that  they  preferred  watching  the  girls  dancing  with 
each  other.     Central!     Whose  arms  opened  wide  to  envelop  the  flood  of  new  students  from  Milverton 
and  finding  herself  greatly  rewarded  by  this  addition.     From  free  dress  to  falling  ceilings,   our  lives 
had  their  ups  and  downs. 

We  at  Central  had  often  been  called  apathetic.     But  if  you  had  ever  been  to  the  Rambler's  final 
football  game,   the  Winter  Carnival's  famous  principal's  pie  eating  contest  or  the  concluding  night  of 
our  drama  competition,   you'd  have  to  admit  that  we  were  some  of  the  world's  most  enthusiastic 
apathetic  people.

Learning,  yes,   learning,   that  men  such  as  Einstein,    Plato,    Marx,    Beethoven  and  Schweitzer  lived 
in  this  very  same  world.

Men  who  have  reaped  their  harvest,   but  not  before  planting  seeds  for  us,   the  world's  youth.
